Scholarship Student 


Arrives From India

While nost of us are enjoying the beautiful autumn \weather of the 
peninsula, one student in particular is having quite a time adjusting 
to our so-called mild climate. That student is none other than Nari 
Gazdar, this year’s international exchange student. 

Nari came all the way from Bombay, India to study at MPC under 
the scholarship which was set up in 1949 by a group of Monterey Pen- 
insula citizens who are interested in UNESCO and in promoting better 
relations among nations. | 

Nai was one of fifteen Indian boys who applied for the séholar 
ship. After the candidates had been screened, three applications were 
forwarded to the local scholarship committee by Mr. Cope, who inci- 
dentally was traveling in India at the time on a Fulbright exchange 


scholarship. 


After being notified of his selection Nari immediately began pre- 


paring to take advantage of the scholarship, which includes transpor-

tation fram Rombay to Monterey and back, and lodging from September ' 


until June, which is being provided by Mr. and Mrs. ‘Cope of Monterey. 
School supplies and other incidentals are also includedin the schol- 
ship. | 

After his freshman year lere, Nari hopes to continue his studies. 
in the United States until he gets a degree in engineering. Whether he 
stays for one year or more, Nari will definitely return to India to help 
fulfill the critical need for engineers there. 

One of the things that has surprised Nari is the friendly relation- 
ship between the students and the faculty here. In India there is not 
such a relationship, Nari said. He also added that he thought our sys- 
tem was a better one in that respect. 

When asked what he thought of our sports Nari only expressed his 
unfamiliarity with them. Swimming is Nari’s favorite sport. However 
he hasn’t been able to swim much because of the coldness of the water 
here in comparision with India. 

Nari’s interests center chiefly around reading and writing. At the 
present time though, Nari’s primarily concemed with his new way of 
life and in adjusting to it. 

Nari said he felt the exchange of international students was im- 


portant inmany ways. He pointed out that the exchange program brings — 


nations closer together and improves the relations between nations.
